NEW YORK, March 16. — Mrs. 


Kathleen JLorillard, wife of Beeckman 
Ix>rlllard, 
a 
milllonairo 
clubman, 


killed herself this afternoon in the 
Holland House, where she had joined 
her husband three days ago after his 
return from a tour of the world. 


Shortly after 3 o'clock, while he was 


engaging an-automobile to take them 
for a drive, she hanged herself in the 
bathroom of their apartment on the 
•eighth floor of the hotel. 


"Mrs LorlUard had been suffering 


from neurasthenia and probably was 
seised with a sudden Impulse to kill 
herself because of her IllnesF." said 
Coroner Feinberg, who made an in- 
f 


Ury into her death. 
Ten years ago, when 16 years old, 
Mrs. L/orillard, then Kathleen Doyle, 
eloped and married Beeckman Lonl- 
lard, a student at Harvard university. 
She was the daughter of a Washing- 
ton banker, was a-strikingly beautiful 
woman and had been prominent in 
eociety before and after her nlarrlagc. 
Loriliard is a son of Mr, and Mrs. 
Loriliard, now a,t Newport. 


At the time' voting Loriliard was 
married, January, 1902, his parents 
.•were on the sea, having started for 
Europe. 
As soon as they sailed he 


left Harvard and went to Asheville, N. 
C., where the Doyles had a winter 
~i»ome. 
Shortly afterward 
he with- 
drew from the university.

A few months ago Loriliard found 
it necessary to go abroad. 
His wifo 


did not accompany him because she 
believed an ocean voyage would add 
to her nervous troubles. Ho returned 
here a week ago and telegraphed for 
his wife, who was in Asheville, to 
Join him hero. 
She arrived in this 
city Thursday night. 
Today they lunched together as 
usual and afterward, went to their 
apartment.

NEW TOE.K, March 16.—A desper- 


ate and cowardly attempt to take the 
life of Judge Otto Rosalsky of the 
Court of General Sessions resulted in 
a bomb explosion in his apartments 
in the Hendrik 
Hudson, Riverside 
drive and One Hundred and Tenth 
street, at 6:30 o'clocl- tonigh't. Owen 
Egan, an inspector of the bureau of 
combustibles, who had 
been sum- 


moned by Judge Rosalsky to inspect 
a mysterious package which had come 
to him through the mail, suffered the 
loss of two fingers of his right hand. 
His face was also burned by the ex- 
plosion. 
The explosion wrecked part of the 
Rosalik} apartment. 
It occurred in 
the library. 
Judge Rosalsky escaped 
injury, as he was ai the telephone in 
an adjoining room when the package 
exploded. 


BUILDING' SHAKEN. 


-The"''Other members of -his family 
were ln\.the.-"rtosalsk'y -apartments at 
the time, but not in. the room where 
ho and the inspector were. The oon- 
cussion rocked th'o entire building— 
one of the largest and finest apart- 
ment houses on the drive, causing a 
panic among the wealthy tenants. 


The package, aoout a foot long and 
six inches wide, wrapped in brown pa- 
per and neatly tied, was delivered to 
.Tudgo Rosalsky as ho sat writing at 
his library desk about 5:45 o'clock 
this afternoon. Ho picked it up cas- 
ually and was about to break the 
binding cord when he noticed that 
the bundle was peculiarly heavy. Its 
weight seemed to be concentrated in 
one end. Ho became suddenly suspi- 
cious. Fearing to frighten his wife 
by telling her of his suspicions he 
took ^ up his telephono and 
notified 


the bureau of combustibles. He asked 
that a man be sent to his apartment 
to inspect the package. 


OPENS PACKAGE. 


Tho judge remained in the library 
until Egan arrived. 
Tho inspector, 
without placing the package under 
water, Opened it on the spot. He cut 
the cord, removed the paper wrapper 
and had just lifted tho lid of tho 
containing box when the thing went 
off. Egan reeled back and foil ten feet 
from the table on which the bomb 
had lain. Judge Rosalsky hod been 
called to tho telephone in the hall 
Just before the opening of the pack- 
ago and was talking to some one over 
the wire when the explosion almost 
threw him off his feet. Ho dropped 
the receiver and rushed into the li- 
brary, which was filled with smoke. 
Egan had bravely staggered to his 
feet, but the bomb had gone off right 
under his-eyes and he was tomporar- 
ily.bllnded. It Is not yet certain that 
he will recover his sight. Judge Ro- 
aalaky and his wife hastened to do 
what they could for tho 
wounded 
man. bandaging his injured hand and 
head. 
A telephone message brought 


an ambulance and Egan was removed 
to St. Luke's hospital. 


SENTENCED MANY SEEN. 


Judge Rosalsky said ho could not 
even Imagine who had sent the bomb. 
Ho has been on tho general sessions 
bench for some yours and In the 
course .of his service has sentenced 
many criminals. The judge said to- 
night: 
"It is one of God's wonders that 
my life was 
spared. 
My

sympathy at this moment is with tho 
man who was hurt. I warned Egan 
not to touch the package, but to take 
It away with him and give it the 
usual treatment for pnckajres sus- 
pected of containing explosives, but 
he opened it In the library. 
"Egan's face was badly hurt and 
his right hand mangled. 
I do not 


know whether he will lose his eye- 
sight. I feel now' tnat T would rath- 
er Imve opened the package mystiu 
than to have let him do it.

exclusion of railroad-ovmed vessels 
from use of the waterway and the 
exemption of American craft engaged 
in coastwise trade from canal tolls 
are advocated by the State Railroad 
Commission in a series of recommen- 
dations formulated today In relation 
to the Panama canal bill now before 
Congress. 


Either direct subsidy or exemption 


from tolls for American bottoms in 
foreign trade is favored. 


In Its statement, which it says was 


prepared "after a public hearing and 
a. careful investigation," the commis- 
sion sums up the points in favor of 
each proposal. 
The decision of the 


United States Supreme Court on the 
commodities cltui««- of th« interstate 
commerce act It cited In proof of the 
legality of a law barring coastwise 
ships "owned, operated or controlled" 
by railways competing by land. 


"The history of coastwise traffic," 


It says, 
"shows railways use their 


steamship lines to crush out every In- 
dependent line." 


REMISSION OP TOLLS.

Remission of tolls for the coast-to- 


coast trade Is advocated as a means 
to encourage American shipping and 
to reduce freight rates. In answer to 
the objection that the roads might 
try to make up for loss in water com- 
petition by increasing Interior rates, 
the commission argues: 
"If rightly regulated, the railroads 


must give reasonable 
rates to all 


points 
The 
fact that a less than 


'reasonable rate' is put In by railroad 
companies voluntarily to meet water 
competition does 
not 
justify such 


companies in putting any different

into 
effect elsewhere than it 


could legally do if it aid not meet 
such competition."

that "the United States, which built

..The primaries ha-re attracted the n»- 
tiotuU attention not only because" they 
are an Innovation, but principally on 
account of tho fight now belngr waged 
between Colonel Roosevelt and President 
Taft for the nomination.

The gsneral expeetfttlon Is that th« re- 


sult 6f the North Dakota primaries will 
exert an Important Influence over the oth- 
er Rtate-wld<s presidential primaries that 
will b« held In four other states In the 
near, future. 


Qroson, Nebraska, Wisconsin and New 


Jorsoy all will hold presidential prafar- 
onoe primaries within the next ten.weeks, 
and the date for California's primaries, is 
expected to be set soon. 


Just now Former President Roosevelt 


seems likely to capture tho Republican 
delegation of North Dakota, while Champ 
Clark, Woodrow Wilson and JudsonsHar- 
inon appear to have about equal chances 
for winning the Democratic delegates. 


It Is generally conceded on all sides 


that the Republican delegates elected will 
be Instructed to vote for fh« nomination 
of Colonel Roosovelt In tho Chicago con- 
vention. The Republicans estimate that 
voting strength In the stats will be 'about 
76,000, and It Is figured that Roosevelt 
will poll at least half of the number, that 
President Taft will havo about n third 
mnd Senator L* S\>llette the remainder. 


CONCEDE NORTH DAKOTA. 


Ev«n tho Taft managers. It i« said, are 


practically ready to concede that th« 
President cannot command a majority of 
th* Norm DAfcota voters In the preference 


Senator McCumber, who la 


Incurred In attending a national conven- 
tion are paid by the state and there Is 
at least the moral obligation on them'to 
comply with the Instructions given them 
at the time of their election. 


Thus, If «o Instructed, they • will be 


obliged .to , vote. • for Roosevelt no mat- 
ter what the circumstances may be at 
the convention, and even If they are tho 
only ones ithat ,do ..vote for hlm.,»-They 
could hot, .under their Instructions, which 
are tiot qualified In any way, vote to make 
the nomination of any other than the 
man they 'are Instructed for, unanimous, 
even If every other delegate In.the con- 
vention should vote to do so. There Is 
no provision. In the prtaHjy\ election 
plan for any second choice for voting for 
any other than as directed In the pri- 
maries. 


However, there Is no pinal aeotloii In the 


law under which a delegate could be pun- 
ished for voting for some other than the 
person for whom he was Instructed, and 
even. It there were, the -offense 'would be 
committed In Illinois' and outside tho'ju- 
risdiction of North Dakota. So nothing 
but moral obligation rests upon the dele- 
gates, and how far they will observe that 
In the' face of a convention overwhelm- 
ingly for some other candidate, Is a mat- 
ter for speculation and tholr own decision. 


, WILL-OBEY LAW. 


There'has-been some talk, that Taft 


men might Ignore tho primary law alto- 
gether, call a state convention under the 
old system and select by that method 
delegates who would be favorable to tha 
President.. Under the call for the Re- 
publican convention the convention \n In 
nn sense boun'A to seat tho delegation 
elected at the primaries; If. It sees fit It 
could deny them recognition ana admit 
those chosen In a state convention," There 
Is nothing which the state could do to 
oblige the national convention, a purely 
voluntary assemblage, to accept Its dele- 
gates chosen In tho primaries. The Taft 
managers, how»ver, have not given any 
announcement 'to the suggestion of Ig- 
noring th« law, and It Is therefore a 
practical 
certainty 
tltat the delegates 


elected In the primaries will bo seated. 


What applies te the election Of dele- 


gates to the Republican convention also 
applies to Democratic delegates, to dele- 
gates to the Prohibition national con- 
vention, to the Socialist national conven- 
tion and to any other political organiza- 
tion which desires to hold a national con- 
vention for the nomination of a. candi- 
date for th« presidency.

All three depended much on 
his advice in making big^usiness moves. How Lov- 
ctt contrasts the characters of these three men, which 
he ranks as ablest and why, is probably a subject he 
has' never seen fit to talk about outside of his own 
household. It is said it took Harriman three years 
to induce him to quit Texas and go to New York 
to live as his daily adviser. They became intimate 
personal friends as well as business associates 
No 


one was more surprised/than Lovett, it is said, when 
he was made the successor of Harriman in the great 
railroad system the latter built up after J. Pierpont 
Morgan had refused to have anything to do with the 
Union Pacific and its government debt. 
Valuable Claims Are Disputed 


Adrion Bonhour, the Governor of Tahiti, the French 


possession in the South Pacific, and Etiennc Touze, 
the president of the French company claiming the val- 
uable guano, or phosphate, beds in Tahiti, will arrive 
here the \\eek of April 8 next en route to Paris on 
orders from Premier Poincare of the French govern- 
ment, so a member of the local French colony in- 
forms me.

Eugene Coillot, an agent of the French government, 
passed through here a week ago en route to Pans 
from Tahiti on the same mission. He is said to have 
shown many courtesies to the Mormons in that part 
of the world.

ers of San Salvador, who did much entertaining at 
the' Palace before he sailed for China last Tuesday, is 
said to have the finest mansion in his Central Ameri- 
can country.

Dr. Sun Yat Sen, a prominent figure 
in the revolution in China, is an intimate friend of 
the San Salvador financier and it is thought his trip 
to China is to visit him, and at the same, time to see 
what legitimate business openings now present them- 
selves in the awakened Flowery Kingdom.

Educational Notes. 


WASHINGTON1. March 16 —The United 


States Bureau of Education rurnishes 
the Information that follows. 


A new national school established by 


Colombia Includes in Its curriculum a 
two-hour course In good manners. 


A society for the education of 
the 


people In dental hygiene, which was re- 
tentlj lounded In Vienna, had 400 mem- 
bers within three weeks after Its estab- 
lishment. 


Russia is considering the passage of a 


compulsory school attendance law, ac- 
cording to n correspondent of the United 
States Bureau of Education. The critics 
of the proposed measure point out that 
the law might be unenforceable, .owing 
to the inadequacy of the schoolhouses 
and the apathy of the peasantry If the 
measure passes, Russian will be taught 
in all schools, to the end that it may 
become the language of the people even 
In the provinces of the empire which are 
inhabited by non-Russians 


Information has been received at the 


United States Bureau of Education that 
Danish Is to be deposed from its place 
afii-the language of culture in Norway if 
•determined efforts, now made by the Nor- 
wegian nationalists are successful. The 
Danish has long been the language in 
the schools, and Its continued 
use Is 


favored by a large element among the 
teaching profession, which recently or- 
ganized an association In Its support. It 
IB eairl that fully otip-half the teachers 
^t Chrlstlanla belong, though many edu- 
(•lore Joined simply In order to bring 
aEout a closer rapprochement between 
the two languages. 
Comproslse meas- 


ures, such as the ruling that the parent 
may decide the Iftn^uage In which his 
child is to be taught, have failed. 


American male teachers In Japan are 


paid'from ?BO to ?100 a month, while In 
the ^smaller Japanese... communities the 
cost of living Is about J16 a month If 
"the teacher lives in native style and 
about $30 a month when living In for- 
eign style with a servant. In the ports 
of Japan where there are large foreign 
communities the cost ot living Is from

Abe Ruefs dinner at a San Rafael restaurant has received an 


amount of attention altogether out of proportion to its importance. 
fThe notoriety Ruef haS achieved caused the incident to be prepos- 
terously magnified — and grossly misrepresented. Had he been an 
ordinary prisoner the circumstances would have passed unnoticed, 
or, at most, given scant attention, and the officer who had Ruef in 
charge would have got off with a mild rebuke and a warning not 
to do it again. 


\ It turns out that the joy ride in an automobile ui the company 


Of women, ending with a banquet or o'rgic at a roadhousc, was pure 
Ifiction. There was no'joy ride, no women — only a quiet dinner at- 
tended by Ruef, a few of his friends and the deputy sheriff.. 
dThere was no excess, and the other parties present deny that either 
Ruef or the deputy drank any wine, although it is admitted that 
wine Avas served. 


Nevertheless, the deputy committed an indiscretion and Ruef 


was guilty of an act of folly. 
He is a conspicuous person and 


*verything he doe'? and says attracts attention. The public is mor- 
bidly curious about him, and hence the ncwspapeis take an un- 
usual interest in whatever he does or is concerned in.

While the practice is subject to abuse, it is not unusual and is not 
particularly harmful, although it is irregular and often ill-advised. 
There have been occasions in this State when veteran sheriffs of 
the most capable type allowed penniless and friendless prisoners

The most damning proof thus far presented is that Colonel Ham- 
mond's wife is only a half-sister to Roosevelt's first wife. It is 
also intimated that Colonel Hammond is morally unworthy be- 
cause he held no high office under Roosevelt. It seems not to have 
occurred to the neurotic editors that Colonel Hammond, being a 
gentleman of independent means and mindful of the political pro- 
prieties, did not seek preferment at the hand.s of his distinguished 
relative by marriage. The only reason theyt can assign' for Roose- 
velt's failure to appoint him to some high office is that the Colonel 
must have discerned something wrong in him. Moreover, Colonel 
Hammond holds no office under the present State administra- 
tion. That also is taken to be a reflection on his moral character. 
Having held no appointment at the hands of either Roosevelt or 
Hiram Johnson, Colonel Hammond has no claim, according to Pro- 
gressive logic, to be considered a respectable person. He lacks the 
chief qualification of a patriot in the eyes of the jobocracy. 


A' local clergyman has advertised (on pink cards) a series of 


special Sunday evening lectures on "Love, 'Courtship, * Marriage 
and Divorce; Apples of Sodom in the Garden of Eden." March 17, 
"Birds in Plumage"; March 24, "Bachelor Belles," life on the sid- 
ing; March 31, "Bachelor Boys," there is a reason; April 14, "Rings 
On Her Finger," a knot in her nose; April 21, "Belles On His 
Toes," when a man marries; April 28, "How in Hell He Awoke"; 
May 5, "There is a Reason; Is There a Remedy?" Doubtless the 
attendance will be large. Such subjects usually excite curiosity if 
not devotional interest. This is not said by way of criticism, but by 
way of stating a fact. Our clerical brethren are getting on—learn- 
ing to put the spice of suggestion in announcing their choice of sub- 
jects to discourse upon. Curiosity is stimulated at the outset in 
the announcement quoted, and the detonating sound of "How in 
Hell He Awoke I" has a ringing note in it like the clamor of a fire- 
bell. It ought to fill the church if it does not recruit the mournerV 
bench. 


Roosevelt and Ihe Unit Rule. 


The Roosevelt majority in the Oklahoma convention attempted, 


to do something they had no power to do. They rushed through 
a resolution pledging the entire delegation to Roosevelt, although 
the delegates from two districts are for Taft. In 1880 the Repub- 
lican Xritlci.al cuuvcuLiuu repudiated the unit rule and it has never 
been regarded since. Conkling, Cameron, et al. tried to hog-tie dis- 
trict delegates by the unit rule when they were trying to nominate 
Grant for a third term, but the convention broke the rule. Now 
an attempt is being made to enforce the unit rule to nominate Roose- 
velt for a third term. 'The unit rule is a Democratic institution, 
but it has no standing in a Republican convention. Had an at- 
tempt been made to hog-tie delegates for Taft, as the Roosevelters 
did in Oklahoma, there would, have been a loud outcry from the 
insurgents. At the suggestion of La Toilette a primary law was 
passed in California which has the effect of imposing the unit rule. 
I:: his letter to 'Jovciiior Juimauu, Ld. FuIIeUe suggested ih.it tne 
law be so framed that division >n the delegation would be made 
impossible. Thus the Roosevelt forces are committed to the rule 
by legislative enactment and convention action.

try requires an amount of hard and In- 
cessant labor of which few people have 
any conception. An Instance In point may 
bo taken from the explorations of Will- 
lam Junker In Central Africa, says Har- 
per's -Weekly. 


This "'man, a Russian by birth, spent 


five years endeavoring to trace tho course 
of the River Welle, which lies between 
tho headwaters of the Nile anil the Con- 
go, with a view to determining tho po- 
sition of the watershed between the two 
rivers. 


"When actually on the march he wore 


a coat designed by himself, having nu- 
merous large and small porkets espe- 
clallly arranged 
for the handy use of 


his watch, compass, aneroid, thermome- 
ter and notebook. From one of Its but- 
tons hung three pencils—one 
red for 


marking his route, another blue for not- 
ing the rivers and streams, the third 
black for recording the times of start- 
Ing and Halting, together with nil the 
more notable 
Incidents 
of tho day's 


march. 


In a little notebook ruled for the pur- 


pose the exact time of starting was put 
down, and thereafter, at the end of every

EASTERN MARKETS ARE 


INTERESTED IN PLANS 


Two Oakland Ship Yards Are 


Expected to Make Plea 


for Contract. 


Considerable Interest Is Tjelnj manifest- 


ed fcy shipbuilding concerns on both this 
coast and the Atlantic seaboard as to 
who will be the fortunate one In receiv- 
ing the contracts for the constructing of 
two new first class steamers for the 
Southern Coast Steamship Company. The 
bids are open to March 20 of this year. 
No definite word has been given out from 
local yards, although it is rumored that 
both the United Engineering "Works and 
the Moore & Scott Ship Building Com- 
pany have sent In bids. 


According* to many local marine men 


the shipyards of this coast have little, 
if any chance, for tho coveted contiact, 
but this does not necessarily mean that 
tha coast yards will not make an at- 
tempt to lanfl the work. According to 
tho Information given out, the two ves- 
sels will be of the 
large 
ocean-groins' 


class, and will be modern In every re- 
spect. Accommodations for from 1000 to 
3000 persons, and a large cargo capacity, 
will be among the qualifications of both 
craft. The completion of these two ves- 
sels will mean that several of the com- 
pany's ships at present plying between 
this and the port of Eureka will be tak- 
en off that run and the new vessels, 
which wil be built for more speed, sub- 
stituted. It Is reported that the com- 
pany will make arrangements to build 
more vessels in order to get in on the 
"ground floor" when the Panama canal 
is opened in 1,915. 
Not only is the Pacific Coaet Company 


maklng- strenuous efforts to have more 
vessels added to their fleet, but all o£ 
the other coast companies are raising 
capital for the coming event. 


GOES TO WALNUT GROVE. 


Leaving the Inner harbor yesterday af- 


ternoon for walnut Grove was the trim 
little houseboat Kiss Me. The Kiss Me, 
which is a five-room affair and one of 
the 
most modern of its kind in these 


parts, was formerly owned by an Oak- 
lander, but yesterday it. changed hands 
and will now ,be used by her owner, Mrs. 
Fountain of Walnut Grove. 
According to reports from vessels com- 


ing- from Los Angeles the port officials 
there put themselves "in bad" with the 
skippers of vessels passing: In and out 
of that harbor. A new rule passed oy 
the harbor authorities makes It a breach 
of the law to run a steam vessel faster 
than four miles an hour in the inner har- 
bor. It is the contention of the skippers 
that it Is Impossible to handle a vessel

AT.AMTODA, March 1C.—There will be 


no Imported onampagns at the christen- 
ing- of the launch Girardus, when the trim 
little vessel slllps down the ways at the 
north end of Park street tomorrow morn- 
Ing- at 11 o'clock. 
Only the CalifornU 


brand will be in uso, and a bottle of ths 
Golden State's product will lie shattered 
over the bows of the little California craft 
by the hand of a California bo>. 


This trinity of produce of the Golden 


State will form the principal feature of 
Interest in boating circles in this city to 
morrow. The Girardus was built by three 
Aluinfada. young men. Krt-d W. Dclanoy, 
Beverly W. Theobald and H. Van Kirk? 
during the leisure moments of tha past 
five months. 
Three-fourths of all the 


work was done by night, electric lights 
having mado day of tho darkness in tha 
back yard of the Delanoy home on Pearl 
street, near Central avenue. The balance 
of the work 
was accomplished Sundays. 


TRIM LITTLE BOAT. 


The Girardus Is a gasoline- launch of a 


80-foot over all measurement and Is of 
six feet three inches beam. She will draw 
three feet six inches of water. The boat 
Is equipped with a double opposed gaso- 
line engine of 22 horsepower. 
This en- 


gine not only provides ample power for 
the motive force of the launch, but in 
addition operates 
a 
complete electric 


light and charging plant, bilge pump and 
air compressor. 


The cabin of the launch Is fitted with 


upper and lower bertha, providing accom- 
modations for a crew of four. There Is 
a ship's galley located just forward of the 
main, cabin. In the forecastle Is located 
the lavatory and toilet. 


The launch Is equipped. with electric 


head, and sidelights and a powerful elec- 
tric searchlight. 


To provide for the operation of these 


lights while the Teasel is at anchor a 
complete storage battery plant is in- 
stalled. This is charged by the surplus 
energy of the engine generated during the 
working hours and will carry sufficient 
electric power to supply the cabin and 
signal lights for 12 hours. 


Every part of the launch from the flag- 


staff to the engine was built in Alameda 
by tho three youss buslfless men, outside 
assistance In no instance 
having been 


called In. • 


The Glraxdus has been mounted on a 


Icrw-Tcheeled truck and a team of horses 
will pull her to the water's edge early 
tomorrow1, morning. Just east of Park 
street, ,th.»^launching will take place at 
the.full of .the tide. • 


Toting Girardus Delanoy, a son of one 


of ths bnildere, and the owner of the 
launch, will pronounce the words that will 
christen the craft and will release the 
ribbon that will deluge the California 
craft hi the choicest vintage of the State. 


After the launching a trial trip about 


the Alameda harbor will be token.

New Dow Pumping Plant Will 


Give Employment to 


Many Workers. 


AT.AMEDA, March 36 —That the future 


o' the Alameda waterfront district never 
looked hnlf 
<=r> promising as now Is more 


than a mere opinion of realty and fac- 
tory experts. 
Tho statement Is backed 


bv actual development enterprises, which 
alone Insure a wonderful boost for this 
district within the present year, without 
the probability of still other enterprises 
locating1 in this rltv. 


The now million-dollar plant of the Dow 


Pumpins; Engine Company will s!ve em- 
ployment tn moo hands In addition to 
tho=o now nt work In the orlslna.1 plant. 
Details of the hie extension have not yet 
been Riven out beyond announcing that 
the deal with the TTIIlans-Diesel engine 
concern of England had been consummat- 
ed and that work on the new factory waa 
to Ive commenced immediately. It is be- 
lievedo that the new factory will prob- 
ably be a separate enterprise from the 
present Dow plant, thouqh occupying a 
portion of the big- tract the Dow com- 
pany purchased several years ago and 
which will provide room for several fac- 
tories, us well as give sites for many 
homes for workmen. 
The Dow company 


has already constructed several of these 
homes and will now undoubtedly build 
more. 


The Alaska Packers' Association 
Is 


starting In to spend between tivo and 
three million dollars on its enormous pro- 
ject for warehouses, ciuavs and docks at 
its plant near the north end of Faru 
street. 
This concern will be bv far the 


largest factory and warehouse and ship- 
ping concern doing business on Oakland 
harbor, when all its plans are carried 
oxit. 


These two vast enterprises will result 


In bringing a freight spur to tho factory 
district. 
At present the rail facilities 


terminate at the Dow plant, the track 
running from near the Fruitvale bridge 
west on Blandlnj- avenue to the Dow 
plant between Oak and Walnut streets. 
The Dow company does not want the tracv 
continued through Its lands as the right- 
of-way would seriously Interfere with the 
Dow company's plans, btit a. proposition 
to build a spur from "Webster street east 
across promised right-of-way of the Pa- 
cific Improvement company to the Alaska 
Packers and the other plants between 
"Webster and Walnut streets, will probab- 
ly be revived at once. 
The city council 


has already practically offered to grant 
a franchise to the South»rn Pacific when- 
ever It Is applied for. The railroad wished 
to build on west from the "Walnut street 
terminus, but has been blocked by the 
Dow company and the protests of prop- 
erty owners, especially on Clement ave- 
nue, 
who fear that the company will run 


a freight spur over this residence street 
and ruin It for residence purposes. 


OPPOSE REMOVAL. 


Coslderable opposition Is developing to 


the proposed removal of the municipal 
eloctrlc light plant from the south end 
of Park street to tho north end of Grand 
street, changing from the south- side bay 
shore to ,an OtJkland harbor 
location. 


Powoll 'Bros., who are among those op- 
posing the change, have offered to deed 
tho city free additional land at the south 
and of Oak street If tho plant remains 
wh«re It Is, Is enclosed in a modorn, at- 
tractive building and If the city will carry 
out a scheme for a free hot salt-water 
municipal swimming tank. 
The electric

Construction of New W6-Mile Highway 


Is Being Watched by Engineers 


the Country Over 


The good roads question Is on; -which 


today, Is occupying the attention of every 
thinking man in the United States. This 
question does not affect alone the farmer 
or automobillst, but is one which Is of 
vital Importance to all of us, "owing to 
the fact that eveiy extension of the good 
roads movement and the completion of 
every new artery, has resulted not only 
In a greater production of foodstuffs in 
that particular section, but has cheap- 
ened them on account of the small cost 
of getting them into the market. 


Although at the present time there are 


between IS,000 and 20,000 miles of Im- 
proved roads In the United States, either 
under construction or proposed, no sec- 
tion of road la receiving the careful in- 
vestigation or Is being watched as close- 
ly by the roadmakers of tho country and 
by good roads advocates as Is the 106- 
mile road which General T. Coleman Du- 
pont Is constructing at his own expense 
through the state of Delaware. 


General Dupont felt that any amount 


of money which he might give for a road 
would be far greater benefit and would 
have a far greater influence on tha hap- 
piness and material prosperity of the 
people of his state than any other project 
he might select. To quote his ow.n words: 
"My object In building the road Is not 
only to provide a good high-way where 
It Is badly needed, but also to work out 
In a practical way a problem that will, 
if successful, revolutionize ' the--b.ullding 
ot roads in the United States. The prob- 
lem Is how can a free country road be 
built to make It pay Us original cost, 
cost ot maintenance and a fair return on 
the money Invwtcd?'" • 


SOLUTION OF THE,PROBLEM. 


The solution of this problem as worked 


out by General Dupont, as a result of his 
experience on the Delaware road, is a 
system of graduated assessments, so ar- 
runged that all who receive direct bene- 
fits from the road ere to bear their share 
of Its oxpenio, at the outset, and will 
later be recompensed by rentals of the 
unused portions of the road Itself. 


Suppose, for Instance, that this Dela- 


ware road was being constructed by this 
method, Instead of being gflvea by Gen- 
eral Dupont. On the Dupont road tomo 
twenty-six acres of land have been con- 
demned for every mile of road. Revenue 
from the road will be partially derived 
from trolley franchises, from water, telo- 
phono, telegraph and sewer right of way 
rentals and partially from the rental of 
that part of the twenty-six acres per 
mile, which la not used for actual road 
construction. 


As laid out, the Dupont road consists 


of some seven parts, although not all of

road as the traffic becomes heavier, 
when completed the road will consist of 
a forty-toot strip In the middle, which 
will be given over to automobiles, and 
on either aide of this forty-foot strip a 
fifteen-foot 
strip, which has been re- 


served for trolley lines. 
Beyond 
the 


trolley lines there will 
be 
thirty-foot 


roads for horse-drawn vehicles and heavy 
traffic. 
Adjoining each of these last- 


named roads will be dirt roads, fifteen 
feet -wide, under which will be laid water 
pipes, 
sewers, telephone and telegraph ] 


conduits,- etc., thus fllminattng- any ne- 
cessity for tearing up the paved portion I 
of the load.

As will be seen, the total acreage util- 1 


Ized for the road, in spite of tha magnifi- 
cent width and arrangement, will not 
comeJIpar taking up the twenty-six acres 
reserved; and it Is from this remainder 
that It Is expected considerable revenua 
for road maintenance can be derived. 
HAS CONCEIVED OTHER FEATURES.' 


General Dupont has conceived several 


other features, which he Intends to put 
through, and which will be of great value 
to the state. One of them Is the founda- 
tion of several agricultural experimental 
stations, in charge of trained men, which 
will be maintained by tho revenue of the 
road. At these experimental stations it 
Is proposed to work out carefully the 
special problems of each individual sec- 
tion of the state and thus be able to ad- 
vise the farmers in such a way as to 
Increase their material prosperity. 


General Dupont also Intends to 
set 


monuments 1000 feet apart, along tho 
whole length of the road, these points 
being established so accurately that they 
can serve as "base points" In any future 
surveys ot the btatc. 


In the actual construction of the road 


many experiments are being tried, which 
will be exceedingly useful for reference 
purposes and for tho guidance of future 
roadmakers. 
Although different systems 


of ro«d construction have been 
experi- 


mented upon, it Is probable that either 
the blthullthlc, or penetration system, 
will be used. Both of these systems are 
alike at the beginning, the basis of both 
being a concrete foundation about six 
Inches deep, which Is laid after the road 
has been properly graded and drained. In 
the blthullthlc process tho top dressing, 
whloh Is rolled until three or four Inches 
thick. Is composed of crushed stone which 
hai been thoroughly coated with asphalt 
by being run through a mixing machine. 
In the penetration process the crushed 
stone Ii graded over the foundation and 
melted asphalt Is then poured on top 
of It. 


In either case a top course of asphalt 


and sand Is carefully applied and rolled 
and this not only acts as a binder and 
levrls any slight inequalities of the road 
surface, but also serves to keep rain or 
snow water from penetrating tho road 
structure. 


BITHULITHIC MORE COSTLY. 


While the blthullthic process Is more 


expensive, It withstands the action of the 
elements better In many respects than 
the penetration system. In the penetra- 
l!or, njfitOut 11,0 £t.6ijC& iiiji. living Zidari 
evenly covered with asphalt are apt to 
shift when the asphalt Is softened by th» 
heat of the sun or Is contracted by ex- 
treme cold, thus causing breaks and un- 
evonness In the roadbed. 


Th» Importance and value of such a, 


project a> this one undertaken by Gen- 
eral Dupont cannot well bo overestimat- 
ed. It Is Important and valuable, not 
alon* to tho residents of Delaware, whose 
benefits are direct and Immediate, but 
Indirectly as well to the entire country, 
for many new and complex problems In

Fresh buttehmllk, condensed but- 
termilk and skim milk are preferred to 
this relative order.

SOME QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS.

The latest thing in incubation is to use absolutely no ventilation in the machine. The1 eggs are 


removed, turned and aired in the morning and they are turned in the machine in the evening by 
means of a patent contrivance which is used with the door closed. The discoverer or inventor of 
this system runs a large hatchery in the South, and I know personally several people who hatch with- 
out ventilation, and they claim better results than with the old method. 


If the machine is near a window or door, a dark cloth should be hung over the glass door. The 


hen airs her eggs but once a day, but «he, Acorns to turn them frequently, and she keeps them in the 
dark. We should imitate her as nearly as possible. 


The ''best machine on the market" could not hatch eggs that were laid by overfat hens or those 


that lacked vigor from'any cause. 
Neither could it hatch eggs that have been kept lying in one 


position for a month. Eggs that age can be hatched successfully if they are kept wrapped in paper, 
to prevent evaporation, and turned every day or so. 


I have no personal knowledge as to the reliability of the machine mentioned, but I do know 


that there are at least half a dozen sold right in your home city, that are guaranteed to do the work 
required of a first-class hatcher, and moreover, the man who sells them to you is always glad to 
render you any assistance in your incubation difficulties.

Now, alas, this is 
all changed und tho mere cost of living 
has Increased to such an extent that even 
quite well-to-do people find It next to 
Impossible to make both ends meet.

Thanks to the initiative of the Journal, 


a national ICHRUO for the defense of the 
trade In food and of the producers Is In 
process of formation and a number of 
syndicates Interested in the question have 
already Joined in. M. Jules Prevet, who 
Is tho chairman' of tho union of the syn- 
dicate concerned in tho wholesale supply, 
SBVR Mint tbcv hoped, when the dues on 
wines were abolished, that the Paris Mu- 
nicipal Council would follow this up by 
abolishing the "octroi."

FOOCHOW, China. March.J.6.—We mis- 


sionaries here have been deluding our- 
selves with the thought that, since the 
battle of Foochow, the seat of events had 
shifted, and t'mt we might calmly await 
the outcome of the revolution undisturbed 
in the conduct of our schools and chap- 
els. But we have been rudo'y awakened 
by later occurrences., 


Soon after Foochow turned over, the 


•women were appealed to to-do something 
to help the cause of the revolutionists; 
popular .meetings were arranged for the 
women, and at the mixed meetings women 
were asked to take part 
- It is hot surprising that, with' so much 
attention from the men of prominence, 
their heads were turned. Entertainments 
were floated for ths good'of the cause, 
women solicited funds, and. soon we began 
to hear that a regiment of girls and wo- 
men were going to the -war to fight. They 
petitioned. the -general in charge of. the 
ariny here for • permission to- -go to the 
front and were told by him- that, vjhen. all 
the"-men had gone and-.had.been killed, 
they might go. 
• 
' 


A young -woman (really only a child in 


years) came from one of tha' country 
stations to attend a conference; she 
heard a good many political speeches be- 
fore . she returned home, but as soon as 
she got there she' began to go about 
making speeches and telling- the people 
that she was going to Peking to fight the 
Manchus. 
. 
. 


We did not tako this Very seriously, 


out warned her that she must cease such 
agitation if she'wished to remain with 
us. This she promised to- do, and she ad- 
mitted that her people were not at all in 
sympathy 
with her. Our 
surprise, 


therefore, was great f.-h»n -we learned 
that she was in Foochow and had brought 
some slrls with her and that they were 
drilling in a temple and were doing every- 
thing to get others to Join them. As soon 
as this was confirmed, we notified tiie 
military governor and several heads of 
boards and they assured us that they 
would do everything they could to prevent 
the movement. 


COMMOTION IN SCHOOL.

school) and upon .-Investigation wo found 
several girls engaged in preventing "our 
Ming Chlswig girls from running away to 
war. ' One was. Ho determined that the 
others hud to ,slt on her bodily. We no- 
ticed that some of the glrttr-were missing. 
At once a search, was instituted and we 
found that two Tons Ping and"three Foo- 
chow girls had escaped. 
A window had 


been opened,- a leJge broken and foot- 
prints through a field were In^ontestible 
proof that our school had been tb^e scene 
of a drama. 
The - men servants were 


aroused and were off in hot pursuit and a 
policeman came to say that, if 'sbmo one 
would coino uihl identify them, ho thought 
ho'could get the girls to. come back. 


Two - of our ladles hurried off but were 


met by the men servants who said: "We 
could not hold these girls; they are armed 
and threatened to shoot us and declared 
they had a permit from the military gov- 
ernor and added"if you dare to Interfere 
with us .-we will jump into the river." No 
doubt they would have dono so, as they 
were just then at the big bridge and In 
the frame of mind for nuch a deed. Wed- 


Tvas the day- they were to po 


aboard the steamer. 
Two of our'ladies 


went to the ancliorage to see if anythinR 
could be done there. Durinj; ths morn- 
Ing another attempt was umdt by the 
JSIing Chiang BJrls to get away, and the 
lady in charge of them had no peace un- 
til she looked them up. About ten o'clock 
"the Foreign board" sent a messenger to 
ask some of us to 50 to the pl«e» of em- 
barkation to see if the girls would not 
return, but after deliberating we decided 
that it was the business of the govern- 
ment, as we had appealed to them and 
they must bear the responsibility. 


GIRLS REPENTANT. 


Later word came that these girls were 


repentant, and if we would come and 
Jead them, they would be only too Kiad 
to come back, so our ladies went. Wiicn 
they got there they found a huga crowd 
and much confusion and, getting separa- 
tion from their escort, stood on an eleva- 
tion not knowing how,.to proceed. 
After 


some time policemen came, saying that 
they would lead them to the girls.' They 
were in a room by themselves and some- 
one was t?ryinff to exhort them to giva 
up their foolish "idea. Every once in a 
while thay would be interrupted by tha 
girls crying "Who shall prevent us from 
dying- for our country? 
Are our lives 


not our own?" and other things equally 
wild. 
Finally a dash was made by a 


man, who seemed to have these mart 
creatures in his 
care, 
and the girls 


dashed after him two-by-two, dressed in 
neat 'gray uniforms. There were 200 boy 
recruits in front and. 200 behind them. 
To tho music of fife and 'drum and tha 
waving of flags and the powwow of fire- 
crackers—and, alas, under a worse flra 
of criticism—our girls -went on board the 
houseboat that was to- take them to tha 
steamer. One poor little thing worn out 
by the excitement and exposure was only 
too -glRd to fly to the shelter of her for- 
eign teacher's arms and give up for a 
time at least her dream of being a sol- 
dier. 
N 


One official was "appealed to by a 


frantic mother to save her child. When 
he acknowledged his inability to 'do so. 
she aald "What can I do?" He told her 
to go to her daughter and- set her hands 
in her daughter's long hair and then say: 
"Yes, you may go but you must kill me." 
This method-proved'more successful than 
the civilized one we had- used, for tho 
mother was soon leading her daughter 
off. 


FORBIDDEN TO, GO. . 


Tou must thoroughly' understand . 


these girls had been told l>y tho mill 
•governor.and the heads of several boartts 
that they could not go, and moreover the 
commissioner of customs had been or- 
dered ,not to allow any ship to leave port 
with.any Chinese .women on board. So, 
when our two ladies got to the scene, 
they were assured by the customs offi- 
cers that the.girls would not go. When 
the soldiers came to the officer in charge 
of the girls wearing tha badge of his of- 
fice he told the customs officers that 
they were going- 'with -General Bang's 
knowledge. 
Our. ladies talked to the 


girls, who showed signs of weakening. 
The officer, seeing this, ordered the iij- 
tervlew off and sent the 
trust and firmly believe 
Ing as this narrative

PARIS, March 16.—A decree just sub- 


mitted to tho President of the Republic by 
M. Millcrand, the Minister of War, Is the 
first step toward a sort of conscription 
of tho natives of Algeria, It has boon 
found, according to a report of the com- 
mander of tho nineteenth army corps, that 
native volunteer recruits no longer Join the 
flag in sufficient'numbers. 


This state of things arises Just at the 


moment when, more native soldiers will 
bo needed to police Morocco. Tho decree, 
therefore, provide* in tho first Instance 
for a continuation of the present vol- 
unteers Bvstem, nnd for re-enlistments, 
but a third provision states that the na- 
tive contingent is to'be recruited'by a 
special call on the native population, 
with the offer of a'bonus to fill, up the 
vacancies in tho ranks. This contingent 
is to be called every year, and the num- 
ber Is to be fixed by the Minister of War.

finance is a ^•ery serious one for the 
German government. 
Expenditures are 


rising at a rapid rate and will continue 
to rise and new sources of taxation are 
difficult to find. 
The backbone of gov- 


ernment support in the relchstag Is bit- 
terly opposed and It will be interesting 
to note how the problem of a bigger navy 
and an Increased army Is to be solved 
without alienating the conservative agrar- 
ians, upon" whom must be depended .the 
carrying out of the government program. 
Herr "Wermuth, the finance minister. In 
his budget speech to the relchstag, shows 
an increase in German imperial expendi- 
ture from $112,500,000 in 1S72 to $704,750,- 
000 in 1012. He says in 1S72 the army 
took about three-fifths and" tho 
navy 


about one-eighteenth of the total expen- 
diture, anfl he calculates lhat the army 
now takes rather less than one-third and 
the na.vy about one-sixth. Herr \\ 
muth says that the combined debts of the 
empire and the states amount to about 
io,000,000,000 that out of this total un- 
remunerative expenditure 
accounts 
for 


nearly 52,000,000,000, and that of this un- 
rcmunerative expenditure the empire is 
responsible 
for 
$1,125,000,000. 
He ex- 


claimed: "That is an unhealthy propor- 
tion. The laws of political economy can- 
not be violated with impunity." 


And yet Germany compares not unfa- 


vorably with other continental powers. 
France has a debt of about $6,000,000,000, 
and Russia of $4,500,000,000, Austria Hun- 
gary of $3,000,000,000 and Italy of $2,600,- 
000,000. 
All of these countries aro greatly in- 


ferior in wealth to Germany and their 
debts aro proportionately greater. Great 
Britain Is the only one of the European 
powers better off. than Germany In the 
matter of debt. 
This fact may have a. bearing on the 


efforts being made for an agreement be- 
tween Germany and Great Britain as to 
battleship construction.

rooms on the 
seven 
Immente 
work- 


looms on the seven factory floors is let 
in high above the street through large 
ducts, after H has been washed free 
from dust by a spraying device which 
brings it to a sanitary humidity. On be- 
ing fanned into the ducts this fresh puro 
air Is warmed to 6S degrees Fahrenheit 
in winter, while In »,:mmer it may be 
cooled to a temperature 13 decrees low- 
er than that outside the building.

\\Ashing, humidifjlngr and tempering the 
atmosphere produces an energizing ef-

By the process described, the air In

There is probably not an office in New- 
York that Is better ventilated' than the 
rooms

woik, and It certainly is far- more sani- 
tary than that of the tenements 
from 


which most of them come. 


Formerly 
the lights in the sewing- 


rooms were down on a level with the 
heads of the operatives, which resulted 
in eye-strain and headaches. 
Now all 


the lights arc several feet above tholr 
heads and so well diffused that they 
cast no shadows on the work. The head- 
aches are a thing of the past. 


EMERGENCY HOSPITAL. 


A perfectly equipped hospital is pro- 


vided for the workers, and there 
are 


trained nurses and physicians in regu- 
lar attendance. If a girl becomes ill she 
is at once taken to a cot and caied for. 
If an accident occurs there is at hand 
every facility for a minor or major oper- 
ation. 
Accidents from machinery, how- 


ever, will be rare, because of the minute 
precautions 
taken against them.' For 


one thing all shafting Is so placed that 
employes will be unlikely to come in 
contact with it. The machines are oper- 
ated by electric power, let in by wires 
that are encased in steel tubes — as is 
also the case with the lighting wires— 
thus Insuring the

against fire. 


To one who takes a humanitarian in- 


terest in working women It is grateful 
to note the means provided for their 
comfort In this factory. 
On each of 


four factory floors are a kitchen and 
lunch room, the latter planned to seat 
200 persons. Here the girls are served 
with good, nourishing 
food 
at actual 


cost. 
They may order and eat a bowl 


of clam chowder, a sandwich, a chop or 
other food, with coffee, tea or milk, at 
a less price than they can possibly pro- 
cure 
it for at the poorest 
restaurant, 


and 
the quality 
is of the Dr. Wiley 


standard. 
lite food is all cooked by 


steam, so that there 
aio no noxious 


fumes of gas. 


The boon which such a lunchroom Is 


to the working-girl will be understood 
when one visits the unsanitary eating 
places which many of them, not blessed 
with such human employers, are obliged 
to patronize. 


Each of the operatives has -her Indi- 


vidual locker, or closet, where she hangs 
her wraps and hat, or stows other things 
she brings in for safe-keeping. 


SANITARY CUPS. 


The water supplied 
for drinking Is 


carefully filtered and cooled. 
Tho un- 


sanitary drinking cup is abolished, the 
fountain system being In use on every 
factory floor. 


In summer a roof garden and open air 


recreation area will be maintained ex- 
clusively for employes. 
Here the tired 


workers may come of an evening and 
rest and look down from the top of the 
tall building upon the luminous maze of 
a great city and over upon the gleaming 
harbor, populous with water craft. Plans 
have been made to erect a large perma- 
nent structure on the roof, with libra- 
ry. reading, sewing and resting rooms, 
where the employes may pass their win- 
ter evenings in far greater comfort than 
In the cheerless abodes and cold hall 
rooms In which many of them are forced 
to live. To thus provide a cheerful ev- 
ening home for hundreds of lonesome 
and often friendless women and girls is 
an intensely practical step In the direc- 
tion 
of 
moral 
uplift 
and 
protection 


against the pitfalls of a great city. A 
special elevator service from the street 
to the roof will he maintained for the 
use of the employes until 10 o'clock each 
night. 


This establishment has been visited by 


many factory owners who have been im- 
pressed to tho point of Imitating some of 
Its features. 
Managers 
of 
municipal 


workrooms are also taking It as a model. 
In lime factory operatives all over the 
country will be feeling the beneficial In- 
fluence 
of this wonderful example of 


what can bo done to ameliorate the con- 
dition of those who are paying the se- 
vere tribute of toll In places where It 
would seem that the last things consid- 
ered wero their health, comfort and se- 
curity. 


FAMILY IDEA PAYS. 


And If a sordid skeptic asks, with the 


cotton 
mill proprietor, "Does this one 


big family Idea pay?" It may be confi- 
dently answered that It pays well. Good 
ventilation, for example, has a high 
rash value. 
This fact has heen well 


proved by a firm of shirt manufacturers 
In Berlin, Ont., whre In four years after 
a perfect 
system 
of 
ventilation was 


adopted the amnunt of business was dou- 
bled, the absence of employes on account 
of slcknass was reduced one-third and 
430 operatives did 90 per cent more work 
In one year than was done by 822 oper- 
tlves in a similar porlod four years bo- 
fore. 


Good ventilation Is only ono of 
the 


'one big family" ideas. 
The others, as 


found In the conspicuous example of the 
factory I have described, are profitable 
assets. 
But these manufacturers are 


not looking for mere cash profit 
from 


their munificent outlay. 
The health and

Seventy-five years ago last Kriday Mr. 


Howells was born In an Ohio village, and 
for fifty years at least he has steadily 
pursued the trade of man of letters, look- 
ing at life as it went on about him, and 
maktns pictures of what lie saw. An Ohio- 
born President came to do him honor at 
his birthday dinner, and handsomely spoke 
handsome, things of him, as did other 
speakers whose judgment is competent, 
and whose tributes were as discerning us 
they were sincere.' Mr. Taft spoke of him 
as the "greatest living Arrterlcan writer 
and novelist." So he is. nemlne contra- 
dlscentc, and all things considered — tho 
bulk' of his work,' its quality, Its spirit, its 
truth, its art.

Basis of Obesity Diet.
